tie of Horſe againſt» me, part of the Queenes Re. 
giment, part of the Earle of Nyrehamptons Regi- 
' ment, and parte of the Lord iimaes Regiment, 
who made- an Infall npon mee wherewpon your 
Honours Regiment ( lately mine owne ) I drew forth 
againſt. the Enemie ( who had drawne themſelves. 
into feverall Squadrons, to bez readie for Action ) 
and your Honours owne Troope therein, I comman- 
ded to Charge a Squadron of the Enemie , who | 
performed it fo gallanely, that after a ſhort flering 
they entred the whole Squadron ,.anJ: put them to 
a Confuſion, and the reſt of my.

2. That the Colonell of the gariſon, and the Maior 
march away mith their Horſe, Swords, and Piftolls, 
and the Captaines of the Foyt to march with their horſe 
and ſyords, 


3. That all Souldiers in the Garriſon march away 
leavirg their Armes, Colonirs, and Drummes behind 
them, and for ſuch Officers of horſe as yetreated thi- 
gher for ſafety to march anay with their ſwords.

4. That Maſter Huchington , Mefter Ernely , 
XMafter Eddes, and Maſter Pitts, being Gentlemen
